REDSTONE ARSENAL TECHNICAL LIBRARY

Redstone Arsenal, which is one of the 
eight permanent Ordnance Corps Arsenals, 
lies south and slightly west of Huntsville, 
Alabama. The prime purpose of this Army 
installation is the research and development 
program of guided missiles and rockets. 
Therefore, nearby Huntsville, which supplies 
many of the necessary civilian personnel to 
operate the Arsenal, has been rightly pro- 
claimed “Rocket City, U. S. A.” 

The commanding officer of Redstone Ars- 
enal is Brigadier General Thomas K. Vincent. 
The director of the Ordnance Missle Lab- 
oratories is Brigadier General Holger N. 
Toftoy. 

Redstone Arsenal was originally establish- 
ed in 1941 at the same time that work was 
begun on the adjoining Huntsville Arsenal, 
a Chemical Corps Plant. During World 
War II, the Huntsville Arsenal manu- 
factured and loaded chemical shells and 
Redstone Arsenal assembled ex plosives 
for those shells and produced rounds. After 


the war operations in many departments 
were curtailed or discontinued. In 1948 the 
two arsenals merged, and Redstone Arsenal, 
now consisting of 40,000 acres, was turned 
over entirely to the Ordnance Corps. 

In June 1949, Redstone Arsenal was re- 
turned to active status and has become the 
control center to the Ordnance Corps’ guided 
missile and rocket weapons program. Total 
personnel is presently about 7,000 including 
Civil Service, military, students, school staff, 
and contract employees. 

In 1948 the Ordnance Corps established 
the Ordnance Rocket Center at Redstone. 
In 1950 the guided missile research and de- 
velopment facilities and personnel, including 
more than 100 German scientists and their 
families, were moved to Redstone from Fort 
Bliss, Texas, and the Ordnance Missile Cen- 
ter was established. These programs are 
both now part of the Ordnance Missile Lab- 
oratories. The Ordnance Guided Missile 
School was established in 1952 to train both 
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military and civilian personnel in the various 
»yhases of the guided missile field. Therefore, 
at present, research and development groups 
we engaged in nearly every phase of guided 
missile and rocket activity. Officers repre- 
senting projects at other installations have 
offices at Redstone. 

In addition to the programs sponsored by 
the government, much research is accom- 
»ylished at Redstone also by contracts with 
private industries. 
which there are more than fifty, include 
such companies as Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories, General Electric, Chrysler Corpora- 
tion, Rohm and Haas Company, and Thiokol 
Chemical Company. 

The Redstone Arsenal Technical Library 
maintains a collection of books, pamphlets, 
serials, films, and documents, restricted and 
unrestricted, to serve the needs of all the 
various departments of the Arsenal, with the 
exception of the recreational reading which 
is provided by the Post Library. 

The Technical Library is under the direc- 
tion of the same able administrator, Mrs. 
Cleo Cason, who has been Chief since its 
beginning in 1949. The main library is 
housed on the second floor of one wing of 
the Ordnance Missile Laboratories building 
which is located opposite the Post Head- 
quarters. Like most libraries of the nation, 
the Technical Library is expanding rapidly; 
before the present building was completed in 
1952, the Library had been housed in one 
large room in the Headquarters building. 
The Library now has a collection of more 
than 18,000 books, approximately 65,000 
technical documents, and 311 current sub- 
scriptions to technical periodicals. Two mem- 
bers of the staff are representatives of 
cooperating contractors who keep their cor- 
porations informed on library facilities avail- 
able. 

The Library maintains a Guided Missile 
Branch which is operated for the conven- 
ience of the scientists and research assistants 
in an area remote from the main library. 

The Redstone Arsenal Technical Li- 
brary serves as the principal source within 
the Ordnance Corps of published and un- 
published technical information on_ basic 
and applied research pertaining to guided

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missiles, rockets, propellants, jatos, and re- 
lated items. It promotes the utilization of 
scientific information already obtained in 
order to reduce repetition of effort and to 
accelerate current work. The Library col- 
lects and selects free of charge from the 
world’s production of scientific and techni- 
cal reports, foreign and domestic, those items 
relevant to its program. Documents are re- 
ceived on both an automatic and a request 
basis by numerous government agencies, uni 
versities, and industries throughout the coun 
try that are listed on many special mailing 
lists. The Library is also the depository 
for the Ordnance Corps for reports on guided 
missiles and rockets. 

Due to government security regulations in 
the safe-keeping and handling of security 
classified documents, both the main library 
and its branch maintain an open section and 
a restricted section. Classified documents 
are available only to personnel who present 
the proper clearance credentials. The Docu- 
ments maintains a separate card 
catalog within “the vault” where all re- 
stricted documents are filed.

The Book Section of the Library issues a 
monthly list of current acquisitions to the 
heads of divisions and sections and to in- 
dividuals who request to be kept informed 
concerning new titles received. 

In 1950 when the guided missile research 
program was moved from Fort Bliss to Red- 
stone, the German scientists who were 
brought to Redstone included most of the 
top-level scientists who had developed the 
German V-2 which bombed London and 
Antwerp during World War II. In 1945, 
the U. S. Army had brought these scientists 
from Germany on “Operation Paperclip” to 
continue their research in this country as 
“wards of the Army”, and their families fol- 
lowed them to the States in 1947. 

Professor Wernher von Braun, currently 
dire:tor of Redstone’s guided missile devlop- 
ment group served Hitler as head of the ex- 
per'mental guided-missile station at Peene- 
munde, Germany’s Oak Ridge. Prof. von 
Braun is a civilian with a civilian staff, the 
core of which consists of more than a hun- 
dred German scientists, engineers, and tech- 
nicians who worked under him at Peene- 
munde on the Baltic Sea. Many of these 
alien scientists are now in the process of be- 
coming American citizens. 

An interesting collection in the Guided 
Missile Branch is a series of German techni- 
cal documents which are called the “Peene- 
munde Archives”. These documents were 
brought from the German library where they 
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had been used as a basis for the research 
pertaining to the V-2 experiments and ac- 
tivities. In addition to the Archives there is 
a collection of many albums containing 
photographs of the research activities at 
Peenemude, including pictures of the high 
German officials of that period. 

The level of the military personnel at Red- 
stone is said to be unequaled anywhere in 
the U.S. Army. Over 900 persons at Red- 
stone have college degrees and about 200 
have master’s degrees. Many of the super- 
visors and scientists held Ph. D. degrees from 
leading American and European universities. 
There are soldiers at Redstone with the rank 
of private who have PhD.’s from leading 
universities. Many of the well-educated 
soldiers, scientists, and technicians are spend- 
ing evenings instructing younger and less 
experienced employees in courses offered 
through the Redstone Graduate Institute. 
The Institute, headed by Dr. Julian D. 
Mancill, a professor of mathematics on leave 
from the University of Alabama, offers many 
courses in the sciences at college and uni- 
versity level. The Institute is not affiliated 
with any college, but its Thesis Accreditation 
Program enables employees to conduct on- 
the-job research leading to the completion 
of the thesis requirement for the advanced 
degree. Its primary purpose is the develop- 
ment of the potential of arsenal employees. 

The principal patrons of the Library, 
therefore, are the scientific and technical 
personnel engaged in the prime mission of 
the Arsenal. They include Department of the 
Army military personnel, civilian employees, 
approximately 120 German alien guided 
missile specialists, consultants, and contrac- 
tors located throughout the United States. 
Unrestricted facilities are also available to 
all civilian and military personnel, particular- 
ly to those enrolled in the Ordnance Guided 
Missile School and the Redstone Graduate 
Institute.

When Harvey G. Woodward left his 
estate for the purpose of establishing 
Indian Springs School, he specified in 
his will: “One of the early buildings is 
to be a fireproof structure for a library. 
The books are to be open and accessible 
to the boys and there are to be plenty 
of tables and chairs, an open fireplace 
that is used, and other means of heating, 
and plenty of light. The room or rooms 
shall be ample in size, and an effort 
shall be made to have the library a quiet 
meeting place for the boys.” 

The Board of Directors of the school 
has carried out these instructions. The 
library building is in a beautiful setting, 
facing a woodland and eleven acre lake. 
The interior is attractive and _ inviting. 
There are plenty of tables and chairs of 
mellow walnut, some with red leather 
backs to add a bit of color. Walls are 
a soft green, with harmonizing draperies. 
The ceiling is of three different heights, 
and there are six alcoves where boys 
who wish to find some measure of pri- 
vacy may do so. A large lounge fills one 
end of the room. This area, characterized 
by its homelike appearance, has a rug, 
comfortable furniture, and an open fire- 
place, and is set off from the rest of the 
room by magazine display racks and a 
large well-filled planter. 

The building also has three sound- 
proof listening rooms and one small 
room for previewing films, a magazine 
storage room, and a sizeable combina- 
tion workroom and librarian’s office. 

Furniture and equipment cost appro- 
ximately $16,000. In the two years the 


school has been in existence the library 
has acquired 2,000 volumes, exclusive of 
duplicates, and plans are for it to grow 
over a period of years to 15,000. Ninety- 
nine magazines are taken, and audio- 
visual materials have not been neglected. 
There is the beginning of a fine record- 
ing collection, as well as a collection of 
filmstrips. There is no set budget, but 
materials are bought as needed. The 
staff consists of one full-time librarian 
and one full-time clerical assistant. 

The library serves 115 students, and 
fifteen faculty members and their fami- 
lies. It is in truth an integral part of 
the total school program, for the entire 
school faculty sets the policy for the 
library. Students have their say too! The 
program of library service is their pro- 
gram, teachers and students, and not 
that of the librarian alone. Especially is 
the library the laboratory of the General 
Education classes where each boy studies 
for a period of a year or more the life 
of a great man, the culture of a foreign 
country, and a present day controversial 
issue. As a part of General Education 
each boy is encouraged to read for pleas- 
ure, and all faculty members assume 
responsibility for offering reading guid- 
ance to students. 

The primary purpose of Indian Springs 
School is to educate boys for responsible 
citizenship in our democracy. The li- 
brary plays an important part in this 
challenging new adventure in education 
in Alabama.

As it would obviously be impossible to visit 
ALL the libraries in the state, fifteen 
strategic points were selected and librarians 
and boards of neighboring towns were in- 
vited to join the meetings there. The first 
trip took two days and there were six meet- 
ings; the second—to the northern part of 
the state—filled three days, with nine meet- 
ings. Brief stops were also made at other 
libraries on the route. The Chairman of the 
Board, Mrs. Reaves, and Mrs. Schenk made 
both trips, and were accompanied each 
time by two other Board members, not al- 
ways the same two. In addition, Mr. James 
W. McCain, that enthusiastic friend of li- 
braries and librarians, in his capacity of 
vice-president of the newly organized Trus- 
tees and Friends Section of the Ala. L. A., 
traveled 500 miles at his own expense in 
order to attend four of the meetings, where 
he presented the Section and its program.

To judge from the letters received at the 
Division office, and from the comments of 
the state Board members, the journeys, ex- 
hausting as they were, were highly successful 
Mrs. Reaves was especially struck by the 
atomsphere of cheerfulness that pervaded 
the libraries, both buildings and staffs. Li- 
braries, she said, used to be rather like 
mortuaries, solemn and quiet. But no more. 
She found gay draperies at ithe windows, 
flowers on every service desk, well dressed 
and happy librarians on duty, and a sort of 
“birthday party” feeling in the air. But all, 
or nearly all, the libraries seem to be 
bursting at the seams and “More room!” was 
the continual cry. Book funds were clearly 
more abundant, and every librarian had an 
individual approach on how to interest cit- 
izens in his wares. The librarians, them- 
selves, showed so much book enthusiasm 
that the visitors were infected, and longed 
to linger and browse. It was interesting 
to learn that Negroes to a large extent ask 
for factual, rather than fictional, reading 
matter. 


Mr. Kendall, after the tour, concluded 
that interest in and work for better library 
service is statewide, not local in character; 
that there is more need for funds for ad- 
ministration of libraries than for buildings 
and books; that there is latent interest in 
regional library organization, which if prop- 
erly stimulated will be very fruitful for 
the state as a whole. 


Mrs. Justice reported that she gained a 
personal education in the ways in which 
city, county and regional libraries operate. 
She feels that the Board will now be able 
better to serve the libraries of the state 
to good advantage because members can 
visualize their situations and can understand 
their problems. More especially, Mrs. Jus- 
tice returned with a new appreciation and 
admiration for her associates on the Board 
and their devotion to this cause which, as a 
public service, they have undertaken to 
further. 
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THE THREE C’s!

After having traveled over 5,000 miles 
through the State of Alabama within the 
last several weeks, visiting librarians and 
talking with librarians, board members, and 
citizens, it is my conviction that the future 
of public library service looks bright. We 
still have a very long way to go before we 
can say that our citizens are well supplied 
with books, but we are on our way. 

Mrs. Green’s final report showed definite 
progress at an accelerated speed during the 
last five years. Not only have more people 
some type of library service available but 
our citizens are spending more money on 
our libraries as well. It must have afforded 
Mrs. Green great satisfaction to be able to 
record that while less than half of our cit- 
izens had any library service when she 
came to the public Library Service Division 
in 1939, about 70% have some semblance of 
service today. Instead of spending seven 
cents per capita, we are now allowing about 
thirty-two cents for the support of our 
libraries. 

It is always a dangerous proposition to 
attempt to look into the future, but if we 
want to take the risk we might say that we 
will progress in direct ratio as we realize the 
importance of the three C’s — CONGRE- 
GATE, COOPERATE CO-ORDINATE. 
When all librarians, regardless of whether 
they are public librarians, school, college, or 
special librarians, congregate in meetings 
such as this in order to develop plans for 
better, stronger and more stable library 
service, then every type of service will in- 
evitably benefit. We cannot develop fully 
if we fail to meet with our fellow librarians 
in order to exchange ideas. We learn from 
each other and in the congregating process, 
we stimulate each other as well. 

The field of COOPERATION is wide 
open. The next fifty years ought to show us 
new and improved methods of cooperation 
such as we still have not discovered to date. 
The pioneers whom we heard this morning 
had to go a good deal of the way along. 
Village, town and city libraries of yesterday 
often prided themselves on being wholly 


independent. We heard of “my” library 
“my” staff, and from the Board of Directors 
of “our” librarian. Today we are much 
more aware of the inter-relation of each in- 
dividual unit. No longer need it be the pride 
and ambition of the individual library to own 
all the books it circulates and to have noth- 
ing to do with neighboring libraries as 
far as an interchange of books is concerned, 
The libraries of tomorrow know that the im- 
portant things is the service to the READER. 
He cares little whether his book is the 
property of the local library, the state li- 
brary, or the Library of Congress as long 
as he gets the proper book to read. Co- 
operation pays big dividends, from the 
standpoint of service as well as from the 
utilization of human beings. Alabama is far 
from having enough librarians to carry on 
the work that must eventually be done 
through cooperation. The available _per- 
sonnel will become more available to a 
greater number of people when one chil- 
dren’s librarian, for example, can consult 
with parents over a larger area than a single 
municipality. 

Library service of the next fifty years will 
also depend in large measure on coordinating 
what we already have and what we are 
about to receive. It is not a question of 
whether we are serving through a_ public 
library, or a school, college or special library, 
but rather that the citizens of Alabama get 
the most for the money they have set aside 
for library service. There is nothing de- 
meaning or belittling about cooperative, co- 
ordinate library service. Since all of us 
know that we have greater opportunities for 
service now than we had fifty years ago, it 
remains for us to determine our respective 
spheres of influence and activity and to use 
modern devices such as microfilming, photo- 
stating and recording to enlarge our col- 
lections. 

Public libraries of Alabama will prosper 
and grow in direct proportion to the under- 
standing which our citizens will acquire

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From the President . . 


Our Fiftieth Anniversary Meeting has 
come and gone. And now having reached 
fifty years of age we should, as an Associa- 
tion, have attained the kind of maturity 
which encourages creative work and re- 
jects the unimportant. It is impossible to 
think that Alabama Librarians have traveled 
a path for these years, with all its great 
variety of activities and experiences, with- 
out constructing the all important spirit of 
unity of purpose and enthusiasm for intel- 
lectual stimulation. 

When our forefathers brought this Asso- 
ciation into being at the turn of the century 
I feel certain that it was with the hope that 
Library activities in the state would achieve 
an important position in our society, and 
that, through cumulative years of work on 
the part of librarians, ours would become a 
respected and purposeful profession. True, 
the individual member of the Alabama Li- 
brary Association fifty years ago probably 
had a relatively simple professional life, 
fewer organizations to join, less professional 
reading to do, and not so many meetings 
to attend. All of this is more the reason not 
to waste our energy to-day in non-essentials, 
and to remember that our primary objective 
as librarians is to provide the opportunity 
for boys and girls, and men and women to 
educate themselves continuously. 

The point I am making is that our Asso- 
ciation is the framework within which all 
librarians in the state may recognize, evalu- 
ate, and use their respective talents in their 
special fields. At the same time, through 
the recognition of a common goal and re- 


sponsibility, we can all aid in the growth 
and development of the whole library move- 
ment. We can be proud to-day that this is 
a growing organization of almost 500 mem- 
bers. The Association has an equal respon- 
sibility to each one of these members, and 
to each of the Divisions and Sections. Such 
being the case, I do not believe this is the 
time or the year of any particular group or 
school. If any definite name could be given 
to this year in the Association’s history I 
would choose to call this the “Year of Co- 
operation”. 


It is not my purpose to warn against hon- 
est differences of opinion, even within the 
Divisions. But let us remind ourselves that 
no one of us, no one field of interest, consti- 
tutes the Alabama Library Association, and 
that each individual member is needed and 
is important. Our areas of differences are 
not so large that they cannot be easily 
resolved through the energetic contributions 
of each member, each Division and Section. 
We need not be entirely special, school, col- 
lege, or public type of librarians, if we can 
but remember certain primary and _ basic 
objectives which we all have as librarians. 


It is my hope that we will be able to 
give equal consideration to all groups in 
planning the program for the annual meet- 
ing next year in Mobile, in “The Alabama 
Librarian”, and in all of our other activities.
